on the night of the 8rd March, was approved by John- 
ston, and was reiterated to govern the action of our 
military command :-—On the night of March 3rd, while 
Lincoln and Cabinet were at the Capitol, a telegram 
from Grant was brought to the Secretary of War, in- 
forming him that Lee had requested an interview or 
conference to Make arrangements for terms of peace. 
Grant's telegrhm whs submitted to Lincoln, who took 
up his pen and wrote the following, which he submitted 
to the Secretary of War andthe Secretary of State. It 
was then dated, addressed and signed by the Secretary, 
and telégraplied :—-"' Wasutvetuy, March 3rd.—To 
Grant.-—'The President directs me to say he wishes you 
uot to. have conference with Lee, unless for capitula- 
tion of his army, orjon some minor and purely military 
matter. He instructs me to say that you are not to de- 

ide, ‘diseuss or confer upon any military questions. 
Such questions the President holds in bis pwn hands, 
and will submit them to no military conference or con- 
vention. Meantime you are to press to ths utmost 
yonr military advantages.”’ (Signed) SrTanTon.
